o Oliurch and that women singers be 
Undrawn from tbe choirs will be obeyed 
n this diocese, as In all others throughout 
he United States, with as little delay as 
osslble. It may be tbat before another 
Celebration of the great Easter" festival 
x>mes around what can only be termed a 
moat remarkable transformation will bave 
afen place. 
It is not likely, though, that 


lere will be any undue baste itftlie eitra- 
rdlnary task which Is now set before tbe 
American hierarchy. 


Archbishop Ryan said on Sunday even- 
ig that within a week be will appoint a 


commission to reform any anuses that 
may exist in tbe present figured music 
and to gradually prepare the way for a re- 
turn to tbe genuine music of the church. 


"It must be remembered, however," be 


continued, "that tbe Pope does not ex- 
clude all other music, bnt demands tbat it 
shall be in entire harmony with the spirit 
of religion, and that no popular airs with 
operatic associations should be made the 
medium for the eipresstoa of religious 
thoughts and sentiments. 


"Pope "ins himself says expressly tbat 


the change is to be made gradually and 
wisely in harmony with the church action 
when such important? steps are taken. 
In 


the meantime there will be elimination of 
the excesses in the merely operatic charac- 
ter of some of our church music. What ia 
known as. the Cecelian will probably pre- 
vail during the transition period from the 
present style to the pure Gregorian. 


"Like all music the Gregorian depends 


upon the manner of its rendition, and 
nothing is Known in religious mnsiq that 
ia more impressive, especially when it ia 
possible to have it than congregational 
music. The aisles-of the gnat cathedrals 
ol the past echoed the eloquence of this 
Gregorian style and it is said tbat Mozart 
once stated that he would prefer to be the 
author of tbe Gregorian preface of the 
mass than of all the marvelous music, he 
had written. 


"It is a remarkable fact tbat U a man 


who had been dead 1300 years should be 
restored to life be would not be able to 
distinguish the manic of a single song 
sung in bis day. But if by chance he 
should enter a Catholic church and hear 
this preface sung he could say 'All the 
music of my boyhood and manhood and 
old age Is forgotten except these notes 
which I beard resound through God's 
Temple thirteen hundred years ago.1"

are 
remarkably 


numerous In the towns of Egypt The 
species is a large one, about the size 
and make of the greyhound. As a 
proof of the Mohammedan prejudice 
against this useful animal, it is suffi- 
cient to state that they regard the 
terms Christian and d,og as synony- 
mous—both, of course, in the most op- 
probrious sense. 


As a singular contrast for their dis- 


like for dogs, the Egyptians have ever 
held cats In greatest'veneration, and in 
ancient time even worshiped them. 
And hlstoiians tell us that Bubastls 
and Atribes, two towns in Egypt, the 
former a votary of cats and the latter 
of mice, contracted on that account so 
strong an antipathy to cnch other that 
the inhabitants were never known to 
Intermarry, although only a few miles 
asunder. In some parts of India, too, 
we are told, they have a similar rever- 
ence for grimalkin, as the only crimes 
punished capitally there are the mur- 
der of a man and a cat.—New Orleans 
Times-Democrat.

of American Htatory.

In the eyes of the British law 
American revolutionists were simply 
"rebels," the reprobation of whose con- 
duct was likely to be proportionate to 
their prominence and activity, and the 
seas were scoured by British cruisers. 
the dreaded embodiment of England's 
maritime supremacy. Deane 
went 


abroad secretly before independence 
was declared, but when his presence in 
France became known the British gov- 
ernment asked that be be seized and 
delivered up Into Its custody. 
Frank- 


lin sailed for France on $. small vessel 
of war belonging to congress, called 
the Reprisal. On the way over she took 
two prizes, and more than once, on 
descrying a suspicious sail, cleared for 
action. Had she been captured by the 
British, Franklin would have had an 
opportunity to test the truth of his re- 
mark to his associates in congress that 
they must "either hang together or 
hang separately." John Adams, on his 
first journey, took passage on an Amer- 
ican vessel; on his second he embark- 
ed on the French frigate Sensible and 
landed at Ferrol, in Spain. Jay com- 
mitted his fate to-the American man- 
of-war Confederacy and, like Adams 
and Franklin, reached his destination. 
—Harper's Magazine. 


An Inolated Chmreh.

Cumberland, England, a strange little 
church nestles amid a group of the 
highest of England's mountains.

THE BULL'S EYE. 


Row the Center of the Tarffet Came 


to Be So Named. 


Why is the target's bull's eye so call- 


ed? 


This is one of many instances in our 


language where words have gained a 
higher status than that with which 
they started and have been promoted 
from the slang dictionary to the dic- 
tionary of words of respectable and 
current use. 


Bull's eye is found in .the dictionary 


of "The Canting Crew" so far back as 
1890 and was the vulgar word for the 
central ring of the target used as a 
mark for archers, which was colored 
differently from the other rings. This 
may have arisen from the ancient 
rounded shields, cut out of ox hide and 
strengthened with a spike or central 
boss for this shield or target; hence 
target was often used as a mark itself 


When sheet glass be?an to be manu- 


factured the thickened part, where the 
tube had been attached, was called the 
bull's eye.

DOG WATCHES. 


RED LETTER DAYS. 


The Origin ot Tliu» .UeolKnatlnff Not- 


able Occasion*. 


The origin of a "red letter day" has 


been traced back to the third century. 
Gregory, bishop of Coesarea, zealous 
for the conversion of pagans, found 
them unwilling to give up their custom- 
ary recreations at the festivals of their 
gods, so, taking a leaf out of their 
book, he instituted, festivals in honor 
9f saints and martyrs. 


This example soon led to the institu- 


tion of-holy days, now corrupted into 
holidays 
In old almanacs all such 


holy days were set forth In red ink. 
the rest being in black; hence the term 
"red letter day" for any notable occa- 
sion. 


Others say that the origin of the ex- 


pression is much more recent and is 
due to the fact that saints' day, the 
5th of November, the king's birthday 
and accession and King Charles' day 
were similarly marked off in red as 
holidays for the Bank of England, evi- 
dently in the times of the later Stuarts.

Four Different Theories n« to the 


Origin, of the Term. 


Four distinct explanations, have been 


given of tlie origin of the term "dog
